Since, from 
the time of 
Christ until 
now, the world 
has known less 
than 500 days 
of peace, all, 
months have 
dates of im- 
portance, of 
significance. 
In a_ time

In February, 1864, Gen. U. S. | 


Grant sent in a report. He was 
not a garrulous man.

guage of U. S. Grant, the new 
commander in chief of all the 
armies of the United States 
Army: . 

“The Union armies were now 
divided into 19 departments, 
though four of them in the West 
had been divided into a single 
military division. The Army of 
the Potomac was a separate com- 
mand. There were thus 17 dis- 
trict commanders . . I deter- 
mined to stop this...” 


So wrote Grant. 


Three years of bloody war had 
been fought.

On both sides of the border 
things were the same. 

Why did not Lee defeat him? 

There are many reasons of 
manpower, supply, transporta- 
tion and equipment, and com- 
mand. 

Why, then?

Tt is simple. Grant says it. Let 
him say it: | 

“I regarded the Army of the 
Potomac as the center, and all 
west to Memphis, ... . and north 
of it as the right wing; the Army 
of the James, under General But- 
ler, as the left wing, and all other 
troops South as a force in the 
rear of the enemy... . In this 
way 10,000 men were added to 
the Army of the James alone....

It worked, The greatest Con- 
federate general (in the estima- 
tion of the troops) was against 
Sherman—Joe Joknston. The 
Confederates did not at that time 
think of Lee as commander. But, 
even had they done so, Johnston 
was high in their esteem, “I 
loved General Lee,” said General 
Hill, “but I never wanted to put 
my arms around him the way I 
did General Johnston.”

In the spring, ‘when the dog- 
wood bloomed, General Grant 
said, “Forward.” 


The roads were muddy. His 
troopers moved along. them,

The last chips were 
down. Grant was commander of 
almost 30 units. Lee was yet

. the back seat. 

Really, the end was inevitable. 


A lot of men knew it. Read 
the letters of the troops after At- 
lanta. They tell it. “We are 
beat,” they say. “But they will 
not let it be.” ... “It is all over, 
but Jeff is too proud... He 
wants a lot of us to be killed to 
justify his vanity.” ... ‘Well, if 
you've got to die, it is better to 
die for Joe Johnston—and not 
Hood .. . but Hood commands.” 


Soldiers don’t change much. 
There are letters from Caesar’s 
Centurions. They read about like 
those of top sergeants in the Ma- 
rine Corps in Korea or a D.I. 
(Drill Instructor) on Parris 
Island, 


Grant was a Lieutenant Gen- 
eral in 1864 and, as such, given 
full command. He did not stay 
in Washington—he went into the 
field. He accompanied Meade in 
the first test with Lee, in which 
Lee was shattered. Grant had 
all. the advantages. He had 
enough men to attack on all 
fronts. He had the sea, equip- 
ment, food and ammunition. He 
took the initiative. General Lee 
was defending known terrain. It 
was well adapted to defense.

gether. Like the Elizabeth of 
England’s golden age she takes the 
throne at the age of 25.

Voices South’s Protest 


In a speech Wednesday to Georgia legis- 
lators Governor Byrnes of South Carolina 
expressed clearly the reasons why so many 
Southerners are disgruntled with the policies 
of the national Democratic Party. In the 
first place, as the governor pointed out, con- 
trol of the party has passed from the hands 
of the Solid South into the industrial and 
urban areas of other sections of the country. 


In his protests against big government, the 
man whom the late President Roosevelt called 
his “assistant president”’ expressed the grow- 
ing concern over concentration of power in 
Washington and its threat to the states. This 
threat to states rights in proposed civil rights 
legislation creating an FEPC and ending seg- 
regation is the major cause for this concern. 

On the South’s losing control of the party, 
Mr. Byrnes said that the Southern states “are 
not willing to be treated as stepchildren. ... 
To the Democrats of the South I say that we 
will not be ignored if we act in concert.... 
We must let them know that wed place the 
welfare of our country above the welfare of 
any political party or any political candidate.” 

Whether or not one agrees with him, one 
must admit Mr. Byrnes is an excellent spokes- 
man for the budding Southern political revolt. 
His words also lend hope that eventually a 
strong two-party syStem, one of which fol- 
lows the national Democratic Party line, and 
the other which opposes it, can be established 
in the South. If the section cannot regain its 
power balance within the party, this may very 
well happen as Mr. Byrnes clearly indicates.

WASHINGTON—Some of the most astute po- 

. litical heads in the Senate are pointing a finger at 

General Douglas MacArthur as the man to watch 

if the coming Republican national convention develops a deadlock 
between the forces of Senator Taft and General Eisenhower. 


It is far too early yet, of 
course, to say that such a dead- 
lock is likely. Much ground re- 
mains to be covered before the 
contest over the Republican 
presidential nomination is clari- 
fied. But it is recognized as a 
distinct possibility that Taft and 


Eisenhower may’ kill each other . 


off in the final showdown, forc- 
ing the convention to look for a 
compromise. History is replete 
with similar instances in the 
past. 

General MacArthur enters the 
picture if events take this turn. 
He has removed himself as a 
candidate thus far in the pro- 
ceedings and is known to look 
with favor on the candidacy of 
the Ohio senator. There is talk 
of the Taft people bringing him 
before the convention in some 
dramatic setting, either as the 
keynoter or the man selected to 
put the senator’s namé in nomi- 
nation. 


Whatever role may be re- 
served for the former Far 
Eastern commander, he is cer- 
tain to be one of the great at- 
tractions of the convention. 
Republicans generally and the 
Taft supporters, in particular, 
will be out to exploit his ora- 
torical powers in arousing op- 
position to the Truman ad- 
ministration and the Demo- 
crats. 


More than anyone else that 
now looms on the horizon, Mac- 
Arthur seems to be the man the 
Taft forces would be more like- 
ly to turn to as their choice of 
a compromise if they found the 
nomination to be beyond the 
grasp of the senator. And while 
the general has refused to be a 
candidate in the preconvention 
campaign, it is inconceivable 
that he would not readily con- 
sent to became a candidate 
under those circumstances. 

It could all very well work out 
this way. At least some of the 
keener political minds of the 
Senate foresee it as a possibility 
not to be written off by any 
means. MacArthur ‘is not only 
listed as a silent stipporter of 
the Taft candidacy, but the two 


of them think along common 
lines on matters of foreign pol- 
icy. There definitely is a close 
link between them. Before the 
present preliminary campaign is 
over the general may be cast in 
a more open role in supporting 
Taft for the nomination, 


MacArthur’s counterpart on 
the other side may be Governor 
Warren of California. Forced 
into a eonvention deadlock, the 
Eisenhower forces might turn to 
him as their compromise choice. 
Thus the final battle over the 
nomination could lie between 
the Californian-and the former 
Pacific commander. 

The true picture will not be- 
gin to unfold until some of the 
state preferential primaries are 
held. Eisenhower’s chances seem 
to depend largely on the show- 
ing he makes in these. He could 
win all of them and still not 
have a majority of the delegates. 
But he must come out on top 
in most of them to be accorded 
a real chance to beat Taft. 

At this stage of things, any- 
thing seems likely to happen. 
Everything is still in the specu- 
lative stage, but it is interesting 
to consider some of the possi- 
bilities.

(Georgia, mind you. That’s important!) Here’s si 
the story, abridged and paraphrased a little, from The Dade ites 
Times. You are up at gray dawn, the bus comes soon after six. 
First, you bounce down a rutted, muddy road into Walker County 
and to a highway on the east side of Lookout Mountain, (Don’t 
lose sight of Lookout.

A Closer Look 


Seems Warranted 


Two “cost-of-living” pay raise resolutions 

are pending in the Legislature today. One affects 

. the “big” men, the department chiefs; the other 
affects the “poor” employees, the ordinary clerks, stenographers, 


office managers, division heads and laborers. 


In a recent television 


show, proponents and opponents of the second bill agreed that the 
ordinary state employees generally are underpaid. In view of Gove 
ernor Talmadge’s request that there be no deluge of pay increases, 
there is a big question mark as to whether he will veto these two 


resolutions if they pass. 

What the governor actually 
told the Legislature was that all 
requests for pay raises should 
be carefully screened, and that 
he would approve a few justifi- 
able ones. 


Before the department chiefs 
resolution is passed, we think 
the Legislature should ask for 
detailed figures on what each 
officer would receive. The 
blanket resolution calling for 
a 100 per cent “cost-of-living” 
increase over the 1943 salary 
level will give some officers 
no raise at all—since they al- 
ready are drawing more than 
that—and will give others as 
much as $4,500 increase. Many 
of these are justifiable. A 
few of the present officehold- 
ers who, under the proposal 
would get a $2,000 or $4,000 
increase, are already receiving 
enough for their ability. 


Governor Talmadge sent a

special message to the House 
and Senate asking that they pro- 
pose no pay increase for any 
official now earning more than 
$7,500. 

As for the average state em- 
ployee, the resolution calls for a 
100 per cent “cost-of-living” pay 
raise since 1943. Most employ- 
ees already have been raised 
that much during the past nine 
years. However, the resolution 
goes further. It directs the State 
Merit Board to set a pay scale 
for state employees cOmparable. 
with that paid by private indus- 
try. Private enterprise and the 
federal government pay better 
than state jobs. 


Pay increases are in order. 
But when the Legislature starts 
raising all state officials, it 
should screen them to be sure 
they are capable. Agd when 
the Merit Board orders state 
workers paid on a level of pri- 
vate industry, the Merit Board 
and department heads and the 
administration should sereen 
out those patronage jobs which 
are wasting taxpayers’ money. 
There are some existing now. 
Many state employees are un-, 
derpaid because the salary dol- 
lar is being stretched to take 
care of a few loafers. 

As a matter of fact, the Merit 
Board has been trying to pay 
better salaries, and its efforts 
have been blocked by a few 
officials who disagree that state 
jobs should pay as well as jobs 
elsewhere.

Britain Dons Mourning 


As Bells Toll for King 


LONDON, Feb. 6—(AP)—Britons gasped at their be- 
loved King’s death Wednesday, then withdrew into a tight- 
‘|lipped and peculiarly personal mourning which they keep 


for great disasters. 
In a dark corner of ancient St. 


Martin’s Church at Trafalgar 
Square, a woman sobbed gently. 
About a hundred men and wom- 
en were scattered around inside 
the old church, but there wasn’t 
another sound. 


In the city’s other churches, 
Londoners slipped in, in twos and 
threes, with black-bordered news- 
papers in their hands. They came 
to sit quietly, to think and to pray. 

In the streets, the early signs of 
grief ranged from shocked dis- 
belief to wordless dismay. Within 
an hour, the city was slowing 
down and changing its appear- 
ance. 

Shopkeepers ripped bright dis- 
plays out of their windows, re- 
placing them with black and gray. 
In one massive window stood a 
great portrait of the King sur- 
rounded by mourning purple. 

As the day wore on Londoners 
began to appear in black ties and 
suits of dark colors. 

Workmen lost interest in their 
duties and stood about the streets 
in disconsolate little knots, chat- 
ting about their King. 

A taxi driver told his fare bit- 
terly: “As if things haven’t gone 


badly enough for us since the 
war.” 

At Buckingham Palace, the’

Negroes in Southern Association? 


Only Birmingham Says Flat ‘No’

The Southern Association isn’t ready to mix 
white and Negro players but the South’s biggest 
baseball gate attraction probably is closer to 
welcoming Negroes than many fans think. 

A city ordinance in Birmingham, Ala., pro- 
hibiting whites and Negroes on the same field 
is the principal gate to be crashed before 
Negroes can é@nter the class AA league. 

The Texas Leagues: organized basehall’s 
only other double-A league, indicated last week 
that Negroes would be allowed. 

In a check of eight Southern Associa- 
tion teams only Birmingham produced a 
flat “no” to the question, “What about 
Negro players in the Southern this sum- 
mer?” 

Eddie Glennon, genéral manager at Bir- 
mingham, declined comment other than to point 
to the city’s tight ordinance against mixing 
whites, Negroes and baseball. 

Four team officials indicated that Negroes 
could be fitted into their local affairs with a 
minimum of controversy. 

Jasper Donaldson, vice-president of the 
Atlanta Crackers, said he didn’t think the 
Southern as a whole is ready for colored 
players but that they would probably be 

. acceptable in Atlanta. Donaldson added he 
didn’t think Memphis, Mobile and Bir- 
mingham were ready for Negroes. 


Joe Brown, president of the New Orleans 
club, said the arrival of Negroes is “some- 
thing that’s going to come. Naturally we will 
go along with the rest of baseball and partic- 
ularly our league. I believe New Orleans peo- 
ple are about as unbiased and unprejudiced as 
any in the South.” 

Joe Engel, Chattanooga president, went 
even further than Donaldson and Brown. “If 
Washington (parent club of Chattanooga) sent 
us one (Negro player) and he could make the 
grade we'd have to use him,” Engel said. “It 
looks as if the time is coming when they will 
play in the Jeague. If another club had a Negro 
we'd go ahead and play against him. I don’t 
know whether it would hurt attendance but 
I don’t think so.” 

The same general idea comes from 
Theodore Murray, president of the Nash- 
ville club, who said, “My own idea is that 
it won’@be long before there will be Negro 
players in the Southern. Any way the trend 
goes, I'll go with it.” 

“No comments” came from John Toomey, 
president of the Mobile club, and Frank Lon- 
ginotti, Memphis general manager. 

Ray Winder, secretary-treasurer at Little 
Rock, expects Negroes in the Southern “some 
day.” He added I’m sure- we can handle the 
matter when it arrives, This is no problem now.”

Williams, the blind Atlanta singer and dancer, has one. 

Doris writes from the Seeing Eye school at Morristown, N. J., 
that she has been assigned her guide dog—a boxer named “Mink.” 


“Ig this were the kind of mink those women in Washington 
were getting I'd be a lot more understanding of them,” Doris 
writes. “My ‘Mink’ is so wonderful. When they gave her to me I 
sat real still and tried to think what it was like. 


“It’s hard to tell anybody who can see. It was not really getting 
my eyes back. Of course, nothing can make me see again, things 
like colors and shapes and distances. 

“But having ‘Mink,’ I knew almost at once, was like having 
somebody give me the independent use of my feet and legs.” 

Of course, Doris went on to say, the acquisition of her dog did 
not mean instant independence. She and the dog weren’t even 
acquainted, much less able to work together immediately. 

“T loved Mink right away,” Doris wrote, “but I had a feeling 
she was sort of reserving judgment on me.” 

The union of a blind person with his guide dog is, as George 
Howe wrote in “Call It Treason,” of spies working together, almost 
a spiritual thing. Like a: marriage. 

The dog and the blind person must be perfectly matched. Both 
of them have extra keen senses.of sound, smell and touch and 
these must be in tune. Their personalities must be im accord. 

The blind person puts on his dog the responsibility of seeing 
for him 2nd the dog must be willing to take that responsibility, not 
only because he was trained for it but because he wants it. 


“Mink and I get up every morning at 6 o’clock and begin work,” 
Doris wrote. “It's terribly cold up here and we are outdoors almost 
all day. But I feel better than I’ve ever felt in my life. 


“Mavbe I’m crazy but it’s like a beginning for me. I.wish I 
could exnlain that to General Glancy and the other people who 
have cared what happened to me.” 

Somehow we have a feeling that Gen. A. R. Glancy and a lot 
of Georgians who have been interested in Doris and tried to help 
her don’t need to be told how it is with her. They knew all along 
she had the courage ... if they could supply the cash. They are 
people who believed that it is possible for a blind girl with spunk
